sumer credit committee report 
tabled ‘Wednesday makes sharply 
clear the massive reliance on credit 
which has been built into the Ca- 
nadian economy. In a 1T7-year- 
period, from 1948 to 1965, outstand- 
ing consumer credit increased by 
more. than 10-fold, from $678 mil- 
lions to $7 billions. In the same 
period personal disposable income 
was barely tripled, from $12 bil- 
lions to $35 billions. The inescapable 
conclusion is that we Canadians are 
spending faster than we are earning 
and it would be wise, therefore, to 
take a close look at what it is costing 
us to enjoy now and pay later. 

The committee report notes that 
consumer credit is a useful facility 
for purchasers and a growing fac- 
tor in business when used properly. 

But implicit in the report is the 
warning that many people are pay- 
ing too much for the facility and 
that the time has come when gov- 
ernments should step in and regulate 
the credit field in the interests of 
the people. 

‘ A number of recommendations 
—interest rate disclosure and simi- 
lar items—can be considered to be 
in the category of honest and candid 
dealings in credit, which has become 
a commodity of-trade as much as 
the goods which it is used to pur- 
chase. There is not much room left : 
for arguing that regulation is an 
unwarranted intrusion in private 
énterprise since there is a body of 
legal precedent in weights and meas- 
ures, pure food and drugs and 
other legislation designed to protect 
against fraud and deception in trade. 


When the report suggests that 
maximum interest rates be set for 
certain purchases—automobiles, for 
instance—there will be less unani- 
mity of opinion. A maximum rate 
in any kind of financing will mean 
that some individuals may be denied 
the opportunity to buy because the 
credit granter will not deem them 
to be good risks at that irate. It 
may be argued that for their own 
good, if that is the case, they should 
not be allowed to buy, but it can 
also be argued that this is an un- 
warranted limitation on personal 
freedom of choice. 
~ ‘The--recommendation that— 
federal government guarantee low- 
interest, long-term loans to low in- 
come families for credit purchases 
of vital items has merit if the pur- 
pose is to get these people ‘out of 
the morass of debt in which it is 


estimated some 20 per cent of the ~ 


population is now involved. The 
idea needs considerable debate, how- 
ever, for it is clear that it would’ 
have to be hedged round with a 


great deal of regulation to make ~ 


sure, for instance, that the loans 
were being wisely used and, par- 
ticularly, that they were not simply 
being pyramided onto existing high 
interest rate debt loads. 

In the main, the most valuable 
suggestion made in the report is 
still the one dealing with full dis- 
closure of interest and service 


charges. There is no reason why ~- 


business should not tell people in 
simple terms what it is costing them 
to buy-on credit and give them an 
opportunity to exercise their own 
discretion in what they purchase.
